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DELAYED J3ISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, March 14 —A correspondent 
at the limes with the Turkish army lele 
graphs that it ia believed all danger of 
war a at an end. On the other lmn 1, tho 
ciovfs Ji</Zu Etssarabia k warlike, l.u 
the course of tho last few days two llus- 
ninn divisions have been pushed forward, 
one of iufuntry and the other of Cossacks. 

Berlin, March 15. — The Reicustag yes- 
terday defeated by a majority of tan the 
govoruuieLt's proposition to increase the 
expenses of tLe Chancellor's ollico S7.5U0 
for additional salary of the German urn- 
Lassndor at Loudon. 

In each of Prince Bismarck's recent im- 
portant speocues in tho Beichstag lie do- 
olarod his health was giving v/ay under 
the exactions, compelled in a great mea- 
sure by tho endless antagonism. To prove 
how insufficiently ho is supported by tho 
individual ministers, he cited the case of 
Gen. Von Stosch, chief of admiralty, last 
sosbiou, who forced on hitn a long and in- 
tricate correspondence about admiralty 
estimates which ho (Bismarck) desired to 
reduce, but when the estimates came upon 
the Reichstag Vou Stosch made the re- 
ductions on the demand of tho liberal 
members without discussion. In conse- 
quence, Prince Bismarck, reviewing this 
incident of Von Stosch, Bays tho deficit in 
the budget is o million dollars, not 17 
million. 

Prince Bismarck, at a parliamentary 
dinner, in tho course of some explanatory 
remarks on his recent speeches, inveigh- 
ed against Prussian particularism. He 
declared that Germ my did not want to be 
made like Prussia, but rather that Prus- 
sia should bo Germanized. 

Frankfort. March 15.— Switzerland 
has iuvited Germany, France, Austria, 
Italy, Spain, Portugal and Roumania to a 
conference, to consider means of prevent- 
ing tho ravages of tue phylloxera. 

London, March 15. — Betting on the 
Uiiivorsitv race is 11 to 8 in favor of Ox- 
ford. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, March 14.— Tho Khedive to-day 
formally through tho British representa- 
tive here, renewed and confirmed his fa- 
ther's gilt to Great Britain of Cleopatra's 
Needle. Preparations for its removal to 
Loudon aro progressing. 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, March 15.— The Indian bud- 
get's final aocounis for the financial year 
of 1875 and 1870. show a detirit of £3,- 
000,000. Estimates for 1870-77 place the 
deficit at .L'30.408,000. The deticit in each 
case is duo to expenses of rest.-tiug tho 
famine, loss of revenue from tho same 
cause, and extraordinary publio works 
undertaken to give employment to starv- 
ing people. The net amount borrowed in 
1870 and 1877 wns £18,600,000. The loans 
to ho raised in 1877 and 1878 are £32,500,- 
000. The government proposes to laise 
X12.500.00o in India, cud will recommend 
Lord Salisbury, Hooietary of State for In- 
dia, to a-k Parliament for power to bor- 
row £18,700,000 in England. No addi- 
tional taxation is proposed, but tho pro 
mised aboli ion of duties on cotton goods, 
BB well as other fiscal reliefs, must be 
postponed. The estima'cl amounts of 
consul bills to be drawn iu 1877 and 1878 
iaXSO.OOO.OOO.

A CONTRAST. v 

Ono cannot, holp noting the extraordin- 
ary aititutlo of tho Opposition in Hio 
House on tho Railway question, nml con- 
trasting it with the course pursued by the 
members of Iho present Government and 
their supporters boforo thoy came into 
power. Tlio contrast, wo avo forced to 
st vto, is by no means favorable to the 
presont Opposition. In January, 1871!, 
when Mr. Wnlkuin introduced the mem- 
orial to Lord O.irnurvc.ii in complaint of 
the nonfuliiluent of tho Carnarvon agree- 
ment, an mnenilment was moved by n 
Miiinlind member. The persuasive powers 
of Mr. Walkotn wore exerted to their nt- 
memt to induce tho withdrawal of thai 
amendment. He throw all the pathos he 
is cap ible of expressing into his words, and 
with tears in h.S ores besought tho with- 
drawal. Tho ground on which lie based 
tho appeal w is that it was necessary to 
present n united front to Lord Cimarron 
on a m Uter so important as ihe railway. 
"If," continued Mr. Walliotn, "we show 
that we are divided on tni-t question, do- 
pend upon it that Canada will be only too 
ready to take advantage of our division 
and will ask L u-.l Cam rvon whether ho 
thinks she oiiKhtlo be forced to carry out 
an agreement as to the value of which 
thoro is a difference of opinion amongst 
our own people" The argument of Mr. 
Walkein prevailed. The memorial went 
to England as the unanimous expression 
of tbu people of both sections —that the 
Carnarvon Terms should ba fulfilled in 
their integrity. That was ri^jlit and 
proper. The Mainland members acted 
well on tint occisi'iu, and were compli- 
mented by tho then i'romior on their 
pati iotic selfahnegation. 

Now the position of parties is reversed. 
The wheol lias taken a turn, and those 
who a year ago were at the top are now at 
the bottom. The then Premier lias be- 
come the Leader of the Oopo-ution, and 
the thou Leader of tlio Opposition 
oceupio3 a seat on tho Treasury benches. 
Tho important question of the Rail- 
way is "still in abeyance." The 
Carnarvon agreement is still unfulfilled. 
Important railway dispa'ohea have beon 
received and will shortly be discussed in 
the House. Lord Carnarvon has promia 
ed tnat after tbs selection of tho western 
terminus of the railway ho will givo his 
decision on tho case submitted to him by 
the memorial of lust session, Now, if it 
was essential last year that tlio country 
should present a united front, that front 
is still more essenti il now. Wo are uc- 
tu illy mi tho eve of the selection of the 
western t> rminus and, consequently, of 
the commencement of railway work. "Af- 
ter tue lapse of a single summer." siys the 
dispatch of tho 18tti of December, con- 
struction woik will in all probability be 
commenced, and the British Government 
will be enabled to arbitrate on tho citso 
subaiitted by tlio Province. What is Mr 
"Wulkeui — tlio gentleman who a year ago 
asked for a "united front" — about now ? 
Is ho pathetically appealing to honora- 
ble members to liy aside political differ- 
ences and come togetuer as ono man in 
support of the lights of iho Province? 
No; he is doing the very reverse. All ho 
can do and suy i< directed towards show 
ing Canada and Great Brit do that there 
is a division of opinion here on the Rail- 
way question. He arrays section against 
section. Ho pins wurd-i into i lie mouth 
of one of tho Ministers that ho liovor ut- 
tered, and publishes fur and wide 
that there is a division of sentiment in the 
Miuistiyou the Carnarvon Terms. He 
makes lung winded, to aud-fro speeches 
on the Rai'.way, topping off each by do 
daring that the Mini-try are divided on 
the question. Ho iucites the silver- 
tongued oratorHumphrey8,and Big Thun- 
der Evans from Lightning Creek, and Pen- 
ny-whistle Boaveu to a'.tond public meet- 
ings mid .-built into the excited cars of a 
deceived people that the House is divided 
in sentiment on tho Railway, He vote-i 
f^r an amendment to the Address— moved 
by the fossilized Dr. Ash -demanding that 
the Island Railway bo built "at once," 
and invites the repudiation of the Rail- 
way compact by saying over ami over 
again that "tue child yet unborn 
will not soo the fiist rail laid in 
Briiisli Columbia." What manner of 
man is thii, wo ask, who arraigns a 
Minister at the bar of public opinion an I 
asks his dismissd for saying that the 
Island line wi.l not pay as an itidepen- 
deutlino in our day, and yet claims the 
right to predict that the first rail will not 
bo laid in this Province for three gener- 
ations to come ? 

Tho reports of Iho speeches of this 
dangerous man have gone East. The 
Globe, the Mail, iho London Times, will 
discover from those reports that tho un- 
animity of which Mr. Walkem justly 
boasted a year ago no*)onger exists— and 
Lord Carnarvon will bo told that tho ex- 
Premier of Br.tisb Columbia who in 1871 
travelled 7000 mil< s to lio at tho foot of 
Ihe 'tin one siys the House and the Minis- 
try are divided as to tlio propriety of car- 
rying mt ibeOirnarvon Terms. What will 
tue ColoniulSecrdtury think when he reads 
these statements ? The conr.-o tlio Jeader 
of the Opposition ha- chosen to puisne 
in this matter proves that ho is incap- 
able of patriotic emotion or sentiment. 
Were he in power bo would plead, oh ! so 
earnestly, for the "united front." But 
being in tho cold shales of Opposition he 
conceives it a meritorious act to harass 
and misrepresent Ihe Government. "Any- 
thing to beat E.liott," is bis motto. Per- 
ish the railway, perish tho country.perish 
everything and everybody, jf ' George 
Anthony Wulkem and his followers shtfll 
but regain their places, The injury the 
Opposition are doing the country in 
Canada and England at this time is in- 
calculable, on l their wicked, course merits 
and should receive the reprobation of all 
British Columbians, 



On tho first clause. 

Mr. Bunster opposed the bill on the 
ground that in British Columbia three- 
card monto was a luxury which tho miner 
delighted in. Ho would not object to the 
bill if it were mado to npply to every Pro- 
vinco except British Columbia. Tho min- 
ers lilted to pi iy at cards for a glass of 
beer or so, and ho saw no reason why thoy 
should be deprived of that game. Sir 
James Douglas, who was ono of the best 
Governors, said, "Let tho boys enjoy 
themselves," and ho said so too. (Laugh- 
ter.) He held that tho passage of snob a 
measure infringed on the rights of free- 
men. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Biako said tue bill applied to rail- 
ways only, and it would not therefore 
hurt British Columbia. 

Mr. Bunsler said that the Minister of 
Justice was always ready to cast a slur on 
iho Pacific railway and British Columbia. 

Mr. Cameron (Victoria) hold that it 
was possible under the Act to make a 
criminal offence of a pleasant game at 
cards lor a quarter of a dollar. botVeon 
gentlemen on a long railway journey. 

Mr. Blake said gentlemen had hotter 
play for love or a button instead of for 
quarter dollars. (Laughter.) 

Sir John Macdonald proposod that the 
Act should apply to steamers only on the 
Gulf and tho steamers travelling on inland 
waters in order to moot tl.o objection of 
tho lion, member for Cariboo. 

Mr. Blake said ho would consider the 
suggestion. 
Tho bill was adopted. 

DOMINION NOTES. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) movod for a 
return of the accounts of Dominion notes 
forwarded by the Government to the As 
sislant Receiver-General for tho Province 
of British Columbia since Iho admission 
of that Province into the Dominion. Car- 
lied.

A BRITISH COLUMBIA TARIFF. 

Mr. Bunster, in moving the House into 
Committee of tho whole on the resolution 
for tho adoption of a special tariff for 
British Columbia, Bui I that his Excel- 
lency tho Governor-General during his 
visit last year agreed that British Colum 
bia farmers required Protection, but it 
was in the hands of his Ministers to de- 
cide. He (Mr. Bunster) had theroforc 
brought up this motion. His claim for a 
special tariff was ba^ed on tho fact that 
British Columbia had not tho benefit of 
the Washington Territory iu consequenco 
of its remoteness, and that the Columbia 
markets were flooded with the products 
of the United States in consequouco of 
the differential tariff ngiinst that Province 
Ho called iho attention of tho Govern- 
ment to a ro.-olntion of Iho Local Legis- 
lature praying his Excel loucy to consent 
to the ttking offof the duty on mining and 
agricultural machinery, and the putting 
on of a small duty on American coreals 
iu order to moot tho deficiency which 
would occur and to protect tho farmers. 
That was tho desire of tho whole people 
of the Provincejbut the tariff was only re- 
quired until the Canadian Pacific Baitway 
was completed when tho Province would 
be willing to accept whatever tariff might 
bo then in operation iu tho remainder of 
the Dominion, He asked leave to add to 
the motion "until tho Cauada Pacific 
Railway be built." 

Mr. Caitwright said it was impossible 
to allow each Province to have a special 
tariff suited to its peculiar need. 

Mr. Dewdney said that at the time of 
Confederation B.itish Columbia was of 
forod the option of retaining its ihen tar- 
iff or adoptiug that of the Do uiuion, and 
expeciiug that the building of the Pacific 
railway would be proceeded with at onto 
it accepted tho latter. 

Mr. Bunster said that after what Ihe 
Finance Minister bad said, he would 
withdraw tho motion as he did not wish to 
tako up any more of the time of the 
House. Remarks had been mado to the 
effect that British Columbia members 
took more of the time of the IIouso than 
those from any other Province Well, 
the fact was that no other Province had' 
so many grievances ns British Columbia. 
No other Province had boon so badly 
treated. 
Tho motion was withdrawn. 



to be mined iu this way oould not help 
but be detrimental to tbe inter/eat of those

Even in the street caves froquontly tako 
place by which the government have 
heretofore, and will lmvo every year to 
expend money iu filling up the caves, to 
keep ihe road passable, as this street of 
Barkerville is u portion of tho main trunk 
road. 

8rd. _ By Ihe desposit of tailings from 
the different hydro lieing ami other min- 
ing companies, on tho upper part of Wil- 
iam Creek, and which will" bo carried 
on for many years to come, the bulkheau 
which is built immediately iu the rear or 
town of Barkerville, has to be raised year 
afteryear to save iho town from beingwash- 
od away until it is now several feut above 
the levol of the street, und as there is not 
sufficient fall to carry off 'tho tailings, 
with thoir constant accumulation the 
town is exposed at any time, especially 
during a freshet, to being inundated by 
tho creek breaking thrcugh or over tho 
bulkhead by which all building property 
would bo rendered nearly worthless. 

Aud, now, Mr. Editor, having given you 
tho above reasons out of mauv which I 
could mention why the good buildings 
should not be traosfered to Barkerville, 
it remains for me to say it would certainly 
be difficult to find a more eligible site on 
William Creek than where the buildings 
now stand and where Ihey have answered 
all the requirements of the district for 
tho past sixteen years. 

There are other sections of this district 
in which the people's interest should be 
taken into consideration as well as those 
residing in tho small town of Barkerville 
where the business und population is de- 
creasing instead of increasing every year. 
I would refer more particularly to "Light- 
ning, tho most important mining Creek 
wo have no ft' in the district; the residents 
of which having any court or Gov't bu-i 
ness to transact would have to travel past 
where the buildings now stand to Barker- 
ville, in many can s to their inoonveni 
euce, and all for the purpose of gratify 
ing a few traders, restaurunt and saloon 
keepers in Barkerville who are the only 
parlies tint could possibly bo benefit ed 
by the chaage, if I except tboso owning 
dilapidated and comparatively speaking 
at tho present time valueless Church pro- 
perty, but who might probably expect to 
find a purchaser in the Government, 
should a change of buildings to Barker- 
ville tako placo. 

Tho conclusion, Mr. Editor, [ would 
venture to assert that were public meet- 
ing called all over this district for the 
pnrpi so of ascertaining the wishes of the 
people as to the removal of the Govern- 
ment Buildings, tho verdict of two-thirds 
of the people would be to lettbem remain 
whero they now arc. I remain, &o.

SECOND SESSION. 

Wednesday, March 21st. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The.S'peaker took tho chair at 7.35 p.m., 
au 1 the House wont into committee on tho 
Pasturage Bill, Mr. Morrison in the 
chair. 

Uluuses 1 and 2 were passed. 

Mr. Humphreys entered and said there 
had been a .--harp practice. Ho thought 
most uusoemly ha-to had been mado in 
pas-ing tho first clatiae. 

Mr. Walkem strongly objected to the 
Bill, and leferred to the manner in which 
the two first clauses had been passed as 
"catchpenny." 

Mr. Mara said ho would claim tho same 
right to deal witli this bill an the hon, 
gentlemen opposite, ami thought that 
"catchpenny htyle" cjiuo with vory b.nt 
,T ico from him. Where does that catch- 
penny stylo como in, and also .tho un- 
i ■■■ mly haave ? Tho Sppaker did not take 
t .) chair punctually at 7. LIU, and aftor tho 
lune that had been t-pent in tho afternoon, 
lie thought no uuseomly ha»to had been 
m ;do. Two members had voted against 
those oiaiiMea, and bad they spoken then 
tho Leader ot the Opposition might have 
h d time to get his neat. Ho thought the 
Jill good and he would support overy 
i! auao. 

Mr. R Smith would support tho Bill. 
He thought it had been long wanted. 

Mr. Gordon did Lot see that thin Bill 
was to grant a monopoly. It simply pro- 
tects the settler from strangers depastur- 
ing their sheep on the islands. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho arrived somo 
5 minutes late, and was astonished to see 
the Loader of tho Opposition talk of un- 
seemly hasto. Tho Bill liad been before 
the House for mauy hours and no un- 
seemly haste had taken place. 

Dr. Toiinio said that tuo great cry of 
ono gentleman was against monopoly. 
Now thin Bill prevented this very thing. 
Ho would support clause 3. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tlie hon. senior 
member for Victoria district had said 
that he objected to tho principle of this 
Bill, and yet ha wanted to protect tho 
s.ttlets Now ho (Mr. Elliott) contended 
that the intent of tho Bill is simply to 
protect the settlers, Ho .says that if tiio 
Bill is pavsed, then the men having sheop 
on these islands will have them taken 
away without any warning, and yet the 
gentleman will not offer his assistance to 
amend tho Bill in any way. 

Mr. Walkem said tuat ho was against 
tho principle of the Bill. 

This Bill would share tho samo futa ai 
the Assessment Act practically disallow- 
ed. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott wished to put the hon. 
gentleman right. The Assessment Act 
was not tho out that was disallowed. 

Mr. Waikeni then road the correspond- 
ence from the Miulster of Justice. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— That is not the As- 
sessment Act. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the hon. gentle- 
man took to himsolf tho credit of being 
the solo objector to the Licenao Act. He 
(Mr. Elliot-) had expressed hia opinion 
last session, just as strongly as the hon. 
gentleman that the Act would be disal- 
lowed by the Canadian government. 

Mr. Mara endorsed what tho hon. Mr. 
Elliott had stated and said that last ses- 
sion that tho Leader of the Opposition 
had vo od tor the bill. 

Mr. Walkem acknowledged that lio votsd 
for tlio Licensing Act. 

Dr. Ash said this was a bad bill, and 
was an untrue Bill. Ho thought that it 
should not pass through the committee. 
Such things as these tended to show that 
the supporters of the government were 
influuuetd. 

Capt. Evans said that ho had been do 
ceivod, for ho would never havo passed 
thi* clause in committee. 

Mr. Pimbury— The municipality of 
Salt Spring I land had attempted to legis- 
late in this matter. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that if tho hon. 
gentleman (Uapt. Evans) had b>en de- 
code 'd it urn* Oy uis ;o\vn ignoraaoo of 
the locality (cheers), and if ho (Mr. 
Smitho) bad made any attempt to deceive 
the hon. gentleman, lio felt sure that tlio 
gentlemen who were present at the limo 
would say to. He said tho hon. goutlo 
man need not got eo excited now for they 
su; p iters of tho Bill were quite pre- 
pared for his Hitting (cbetrs ) 

Mr Gordon— Tno hon. member for Co- 
mox had mid that tho supporters of the 
Bill were influenced. He was sorry that 
hon. gentleman was not in his place to 
save mm (Mr. Gordon) the trouble of 
putting in a clause especially to exempt 
Comox District. 

Dr. Ash thought the hon. gentle- 
man ought to vote against this Bill. 

Mr. Gordon did not think bo at all, as 
in tho north they were not affected by 
these deprodatioiiB. 

Mr. Elliott said that if tho hon. gentlo- 
man (Dr. Ash) had been in his soat in the 
afternoon ho would havo known that his 
argument was produced and knocked into 
a cocked but. 

Mr. Smith snid ho had boen docoivod in 
this Bill, too, fur tho hon. member for 
Cariboo bad deceived him by this after- 
noon giving this Bill oveiy support and in 
now going away from it. (Great laugh- 
ter.) 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said it was unparlia- 
mentary for tho hon. gentleman to say 
that he (Mr. S.) had deceived him when 
ho bad deuiod having done so. Ho had 
never attempted to deceive him and his 
colleagues o"n tho Select Commiltoo would 
bear him out in that point. 

Mr.Humphrejsiiuidthattiierewere mem- 
bers sitting in tbiu House who were di- 
rectly affooted by this Dill and the mono- 
poly to be given was to members of this 
House, This Bill should not bo put 
through tho House if ho stood on the 
floor of th>< Honno for a century. No mem- 
ber is allowed to legislate for" a measure 
which would affect him more thon the 
general publio, 



Capt. Evans said that should any fur- 
ther voting tnko place on this Bill lie 
would protest against the junior member 
for Ouwivhan voting as be was pecuniari- 
ly interested. 

Mr. Douglas movod that tho Comniitteo 
rise; lost, 'J to 14. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said no one on Salt 
Spring Island bad made ony application 
for this Bill; tlio argument advanced by 
Mr. Humphroys was absurd. Ho might 
as well sa_ that because the farmer mem- 
bers wore interested in protection that 
they should havo no vote on protection 
resolutions. 

Mr. Fishor said we woro all interested 
more or less in overy bill that cauio up, 
and instanced tho bill that exempted gold 
miners from taxation. 
(Uau»e 3 was put and oarrried. 
Clause 4 was passed. 
Clause 5. 

Capt. Evans raised a point of order as 
to Mr. Fimbury voting as ho was pecu- 
niarily interested tho Bill. 

The Chairman decided that Mr. Pimbu- 
ry oould not voto. 

Mr. Ellio t appealed to the Speaker 
against this ruling of tho Chairman. 

The Committee rose and tho case was 
referred to tho Speukor who said that they 
must showtbat the member directly re- 
ceived money for this. 

Mr. Speaker having taken his seat, 
Dr. Ash suggested th.A Mr. Speaker 
should tako Mr, Piiubury into a room by 
himself and question him. 

Mr. Speaker — I'm not a Father Oonfes 
sor (laughter.) Mr. Piinbury, havo yon 
any direct peouniary int rest in this Bill? 

Mr. Pimbnry — Certainly not I am a 
sheep owner on S ilt Spring Lland. 

Mr. Speaker— Who says the hon. gen- 
tleman has been paid money to secure the 
passage of this 13 i i IV (Aftor a pause:) His 
vole cannot be questioned. To carry tho 
objection a little further, few member can 
voto on any Bill (cheers.) 

Mr. Walkem appealed from this deci- 
sion of tho Chair, which was sustained by 
a voto of 15 to 8. 

Tho Houae again went into Committee, 
and passed all but the last clause. 
Adjourned till Thursday at 2 p.m. 

THIWDAY, March 22. 
The Speaker took tho Chair at 2 o'- 
clock. 

ROYAL HOSPITAL. 

Mr. It. Smith presented a report from 
tho committee appointed to visit tho 
Royal Hospital, which set forth that the 
intuitu tiou is in splendid order and spoke 
in complimentary terms of tho oftieeis 
thereof.- 

After somo few remarks from Air. 
B«aven tho report was received a. id order- 
ed to bo printed. 

MUNICIPAL. 

Mr. Beaven introduced a Bill intituled 
"An Act to enable Municipal Corpora- 
tions to pass by laws for the sale of land 
for taxes." Read a first time. 

LAND ACT. 

Mr. Vernon moved that tho Land Act 
Amendment Bill ho referred to a Select 
Committee; said oommit'ee to consist of 
Messrs. Voruon, Mara, Humphreys, Ash 
and Davie. 

Dr. Ash and Mr. Hnmphroys declining 
to sit on this committee, their places, 
after some discussion, were filled by 
Messrs. E. Brown and Gordon and the 
resolution was carried. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Gallaghor asked Mr. Elliolt has 
Mr. William Pernio been discharged from 
the Provincial service at Kootenay? If 
so, by whom, and at what time? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that bo bad 
been discharged by tlio Local Govern- 
ment upon his accepting the appointment 
of Colloctiir of Dominion Customs, and in 
answer to a further question, promised 
more information to-morrow. 

MUNICIPAL. 

The report on tho qualification of 
Mayor aud Councillors Bill was adopted. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE HILL. 

Mr. Walkom said ho did not wish to op- 
pose tho second reading of this Bill; but 
ho prophesied that it would bo objected 
to by tlie Dominion Government, particu- 
larly the clauses which made tho limit of 
tho judicial districts identical with and 
dependent on the boundaries of tho elec- 
toral districts. Tho latt-r would bo liable 
to change at the discretion of tlio British 
Columbia Government. This would pre- 
vent tho Dominion Government iia\ing 
full control of the number of County 
Court districts and judges in theProviuce, 
and as they were continually trying to de- 
crease the expenses of the Government 
thoy would oppose it. There were i.thar 
points which be would raise in committee. 

Mr. Davie said there were two very fav- 
orable points about the bill; lir.^t, the ap- 
pointment of professional men to IJie po- 
sit on of County Court Judges, which he 
was certain would meet with great ap- 
proval, and secondly tho extension of the 
powers ol the County Courts. This 
would savo great expense to litigants: in 
outlying parts of the frovinoe by enabl 
ing causes to bo decided on tho spot 
which havo now to bo sent to Victoria. 
The objection raised by Mr. Walkem res- 
pecting the changing of the limits could 
bo obviated by inserting a clause provid- 
ing that said limits when once fixed could 
not bo changed for judicial purposr-M with- 
out special action of tlie House. Ho be- 
lieved the bill on the whole was 
a good oun and he announced his inten- 
tion of supporting it amidst applause. 

Mr. Elliott Bald that he looked to the 
Houso to assist the Government in pass- 
ing this bill which he was convinced 
would lio a useful ono. Ho did not an- 
ticipate any opposition to it from the Do- 
minion Govorumout and ho did not timk 
it would cause any increase of expendi- 
ture at present. In regard to the obser- 
vation mado by tho lender of tho Oppo- 
sition respecting its effect on tho present 
holders of judgeships, he expected that 
most of them would ho pensioned bufoie 
its pass.ige would press hardly Upon them 
aud it would bo unjust if it did, for they 
had all done their bo.-t aud deserved well 
of tho country. 

Dr. Tolmie wished to see justieo made 
oasiur of nccoss to I he poor man. In 
America tlio Distriot Judge deals wiib 
civil as well as criminal cases. Tbo 
Supreme Judges moot at certain limes and 
the c&scb can be referred to thorn. Ho 
would like to foo this system hoie. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott taicl that the expenses 
of the courts were at present vory heavy, 
but that tho grievance was now being con- 
sidered aud hoped iu a fow days that a 
now bcbIo of charges would bo male out. 

Mr. Mara did not think that it would 
bn possible it) this Bill to givo tho County 
Court a mixed jurisdiction, and thought 
that this bill should pass. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— It has beon under 



givo tbo County Court judges a mixed 
jurisdiction, but that they (thought this 
might throw tbo Bill out aud that they 
had been in correspondence with Canada 
to givo ihe County Court tho samo juris- 
diction as theQuaiter Sessions havo there. 
Th a had been referred, bucauso Canada 
takes theso mutters in her own hands, and 
wo cannot legislate on them. 

The Houso then went iDto a comniitteo 
of the whole, with Mr. Gordon in tho 
chair. 

Clause 1 pns c od. 

At clause 2 Mr. Walkom said that there 
wero ceitaiu repetitions in this clause 
which would havo to bo amended. 
Clause 2 as amended then passed. 
At clause 5 Mr. Milby spoke in favor 
of a County Court at. Kootenay, for at 
present thoy ar« unable to collect any 
debts. J 
Hon. Mr. Elliolt paid I hat thoy would 
do all they possibly could. At present 
they had not tho powor to givo tho Gold 
Commissioner that jurisdici ion. 

Hou Mr. Walkem said that ho did not 
agree with tiiis, and ttiotig.it tho Odd 
Commissioner should havo this power 
given him nt once without consulting 
Canada, as this was purely a civic matter. 

Clau-es 5 aud 6 passed; aUo clauses 7, 
8 and 9. 

At clause 15 Mr. Davin moved to make 
tho $500 limit read §2 500 Carried. 

Hon. air, Elliott, on account of somo 
amendments ho wished to make, moved 
that tho committee ris i and report and atk 
leave to sit again. Leave was granted to 
sit again to-morrow. 

Committee on Assessment Amendment 
Bill, Mr. W. LS ou n in the chair 

Mr. Douglas s.i I ho would like to see 
a more Lbi r.il system. 

Mr. R.Smith sad the farmers above 
Yale are exempted. He thought thore 
should bo no liuo drawn between farm 
ers aud minors. He might as well try to 
put knee breeches on a grasshopper as 
try to convince the lion, gentleman op- 
posite (Capt. Evans) that there was any 
logic in bis (Mr. R. Smith) remarks. 

Hon. Mr. Stuitho — This is intended as 
a check on speculators and not to Apply 
to bona fide se tilers. It is to prevent tho 
locking up of laige quantities of land for 
purposes of speculators. It is considered 
that if a man occupies land ho is improv- 
ing it and producing something towards 
tbo wealth of tho country. Such nun 
should bn encouraged as much as possi- 
ble. Tho amount that would in any ca«e 
be collected from settlers on land would 
bo mull so fir as it would affect the 
revenuo of the Province and yet it might 
bear heavily in some ca*P8 upon the toil- 
ing settler. It had been said that our 
object should be to eucourage settlement 
mid he considered this exemption of set- 
tlers from wild hind tax would bo doing 
a little in that direction. 

C ipt. Evans said that tho mining dis- 
tricts contributed more than any others 
and they should bo encouraged. 

Mr. Armstrong understood thst this 
was a wild land tax. Ho thought it 
would be well to give 1 GO acres to each 
settler free of this tax 

Mr. Beaven thought that it would be a 
source of great injury to a great many 
and would move as an amendment, "is 
exempt for two yours " 

Mr. Gordon won d like to sco tho clauso 
amended so as to exclude 100 acies. 

Mr. Armstrong then move d as an am- 
endment to the effect that 1G0 acres 
should be exempted from wild land tax. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho thought that this am- 
endment would meet tho views of all; but 
would move to strike out the last words. 

Mr. Morrison would like the amend- 
ment explainer! a little. If it meant that 
only the original pre-empt or should bo 
free, then ho thought it would work very 
well. 

Hon. Sir. Smitho would say that we 
are not dealing with pre emption but 
with the land ; a man might buy up several 
pro-emptions, yet at tho samo t mi ho 
would only be exempt from lbl) aeres. 

Mr. Milby thought this was not fair Bt 
all. 

Capt Evans agreed with slopping all 
atttempts at gobbling up lands and said 
that since ho had been on the committee 
ho saw more and more necessity for stop- 
ping this. 

Mr. Milby said that tho hou. gentle- 
man said last li ght he hud been deceived 
while on the Pasturage Bill committee. 
Ho (.dr. Milby) could only say that ho 
had ;he honor of being on the committee 
and did not hear the chairman directly or 
indirectly say anything to deceive tho 
hon gentleman. If he bad been deceived 
be had deceived himself. The hon 
Finance Minister tho said) had answered 
every question that was put to him on 
that comniitteo in an opou and straight- 
forward manner (cheers.) 

Capt. Evans explained ibat ho was re- 
ferring to another committfe, 

Mr. Armstrong's amendment was then 
put and carried ihe clause then parsing. 

This clame will come in clause -1. ''The 
words 'unoccupied land' in this section 
shall mean land on which there shall not 
be existing improvements in each parcel 
of land to ihe amount of 82 > r >0 per acre: 
Provided always that whatever tho value 
of the improvements may bo upon such 
laud an equivalent number of acre s, at 
too itfore-aiil late, t-hall bn exempt from 
the operation nf this Act." 

Hon Mr. Vernon said it was tho value 
>.f ihe improvements to the Province, and 
this can only bo ascertained by tho asses- 
sor. 

Mr. Milby thought there should bo 
some little difference made as to tho as- 
sessment, for aft r the settler has made 
improvements ho may want to sell; but 
thero is no market lor the land and tho 
assessor will assess it too high. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho qui 'e saw tho objec- 
tion raised, but thought that th'3 asooisor 
might assess on tho value of the improve- 
ments. 

Lion. Mr. Elliott said that tho only 
thing was to appoint a competent assess- 
or. 

Mr. Beaven movod that tho Commi't.-'o 
rise and ask leave to sit again. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon laid a supplementary 
report on laud and woiks, and tho Huusc 
adjourned till 2 o'clock to morrow.

Administration of Justice in British 
Columbia. 

Department oi Justice, 

4th October, 1870. 

With reference to tho Despatch of tbo 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia 
of tho 10th July, 1870, (roceivod during 
the absence of the undersigned in Eng- 
land) tho undersigned suggests that the 
attention of tho Guverninent of British 
Columbia should bo called to tho former 
Despatches and Orders in Couuoil upou 
the subject of the Administration of Jus- 
tieo in that Province, and to the difficulty 
that exists, pending tho dooisiou of the 
proper authorities, ns to tho ro arrango 
ment of tho judicial establishments in 
making an appointment to a County Court 
Judgeship at Now Westminster. 

The iuiormation which reaches tho un- 
deivigned is to tho effect that there ure 
liviugon Vancouver Island three Supreme 
Court Judges and ihreo County Court 
Judges, namely, tlioso of Victoria and 
Nuiaituo, and also Mr. O'Reilly, tho 
Jinlgo of tho Kamloops Dis rict, while 
there are re iding on the Mainland only 
two County Court Judges, Mr. Ball of 
Caribou aud Mr. Sanders of Lillooot. 

The undersigned has been informed 
that since Mr. Bushby's death, Mr. O'- 
Reilly, who passes NaW Westminster on 
tho way f rom Victoria to his own District, 
has been disohatgiug tho duty of Now 
Westminster. 

'Ihe uuder-ignod recommends that the 
Lieutenant-Governor should be asked 
whether the present emergency cannot bo 
mi t, pending permanent arrangements, by 
Mr. O'Kei ly residing at .New Westmins- 
ter. 

Tho undersigned suggests that the 
Government of Biitish Columbia, having 
announced that thoy havo under eon*idor- 
iition a plan for tho re-organization of tho 
Judiciary, the hope may bo expressed 
that their plan may bo sufficiently matur- 
ed to result in legislation next ses- 
sion, and that it may be intimated that (it 
being t lio present opinion of the Domin- 
ion Government that tbo Judicial Staff 
can be reduced, and Parliament having 
made no permanent provision for the ap- 
pointmeitt of a sixth County Court Judge) 
it is not propo-ed to tako any immediate 
action with ihe view to tho appointment 
ot a sixth Judge, but that if auy other 
plan lor meeting tho emergency occurs to 
tho Gov. rntneut of British Columbia, this 
Government will be glad to learn of it, 
with a view to considering tho sugges- 
tions.

Coal and Steamship Runners. — A dis- 
patch from dan Francisco of the 20th inst. 
says: "K. B. Berry man, who left on the 
City of Panama to-day, poes to Nanaimo 
in the interest of tho Wellington mine. 
It is supposed he.will endeavor to have 
work resumed either by making terms 
with the strikers or sending a full force of 
now moo. Berryman is agent for the 
mine. It is reported on presumably good 
authority that proposals lia-vo boen made 
to tho proprietors of tho Seattle mine 
and tho new mine at Tacoma for tho Bale 
of their products here. If arrangements 
a?e mado a new lino of steamers wiil he 
put on with Oiis Freeman, formerly of 
Pacific Mail, agent. There is also talk 
of putting tho brisk steamyaoht Ralston 
on the route from Olympia to Victori* 
making daily trips and running in con- 
nection with tho new line of steamer; also 
if satisfactory guarantees ate given, steam- 
ers will be put on, running to Gray's 
Harbor." 



Disallowances. — The only Bills of last 
session disallowed by the Dominion Gov 
eminent are ihe Bills to impose a license 
on drummers, and to impose a licence on 
foreign drovers. At tho timo.tho Bills 
were introduced the Attorney General ex 
pressed tho fear that they would be disal- 
lowed, but consented to their introduction 
and passage i:i deference to the represen- 
tations ot the large and inlluiMitial classes 
whose businesses had been unfavorably 
all' ctcil by the immunity from taxation en- 
joyed by drummers and drovers. The 
fact that theso are tho only Bills that 
have not successfully run the gauntlet at 
Ottawa speaks well lor the legal ability of 
the leader of tho Government. 

Expanding.— The ideas of our western 
contemporaries in the matter of compen- 
sation for the Island railwav are expand- 
ing. A few mOTths ago Mr. Walkom's 
organ (the Herald) proposed to accept 
seven dollars and a half in lieu of the 
I laid road Now tho Guardian proposes 
to increa-o the compensation to 8750.000 
This rlioas a mental expansion wi'h 
which we are not a little gratified. In a 
few months' timo we Imp? to see the 
Guardian increase its compensation de- 
mand to $3,000,000. As for ihv Herald 
wo have no hope for it. Its mission, since 
it pas.-od under Mr. Walkom's tutelage, 
seems to be to create ill-fceliug between 
Mainland and Island. 



The Seattle Tribune says that tho first 
rail on the Puyailup coal road was spiked 
down last Thursday, an-1 it is expected 
the road will be completed by the 4tli of 
July next A shipment of iron is expect- 
ed on the Dakota, next trip, and thereaf- 
ter shipments will arrive regularly till 
tho work is done.

Tliomas Lindsay -was summoned for 
shooting a dog of the value of §00 and 
upwards; tbo property of Mayor Drake, 
contrary tn tho Statute. 

Mr. MoElmou objected to any amend- 
ment of tho information. 

Mr. Drake saw tho carcass of his dog 
lying within three foot of Mr. Lindsay's 
fenco inside the field closo to tho Saauioh 
road on tha 18th March. 

_Cro-s examined by Mr. McElmen— Saw 
his dog eithor tho Thursday week or 
Wednesday evening before, either on tho 
7th or 8ih nf March, at his house 5 miles 
from Mr. Lindsay's. 

Walter Heal, i) years of age, said ho 
knew tlio value of au oa'h. and Ibeing 
sworn stated that ho saw Thomas Lindsay 
in Court, recollooted about 10 days ago 
hearing somo dogs giving tongno about 
2 o'clock; he was outside the solioolhonsu 
at Luko district; saw Thomas Lindsay 
shoot; bo (witnoss) was two or three 
yards from tbo school. Tho defendant 
had a double barreled shotgun and fired 
towards tiis house; at this time he was in 
his own field; did not seo what he shot at; 
saw n black dog getting over tho fence 
from thu roml into the field; this was be- 
fore he heard tho shot, had heard Linds iy 
tell thu school-master that he had killed 
ono dog and wounded two, Ho had bis 
gun with him. Defendant also told David 
Stephens that he had shot one and wound- 
ed two dogs; ho had seen a tamo deer in 
tho field, but never on tho road. 

do s examined by Mr. MeElmeu— 
Thomas Lindsay was in tho field; did not 
know what ho fired at; saw a dog before 
that got over the fenco into the field; 
David Stopbetis was ono of the neighbors; 
know that Lindsay had a ta:r.c deer with 
a bell oo its neck; did not see auy dog 
chasing dcor that day. 

David Burry, being sworn, stited that 
ho lived in Lake district, recollected tho 
dog in question; he was crossing fllr. 
Lindsay's field when a deer passed him 
with a bell on and a brown and whi'e or 
red or wliito dog was following it; paw tho 
shot tired ; but could not pay whether it 
was at the door or at tho dog; tho shot 
was fired by Thomas Lindsay; ho fired 
two shots; spoke to him afterwards; Lind- 
say did not tell him what ho shot at. 

Cross examined by Mr. McElmen — 
Knew Mr. Lindsay hud a tumo deer; ihe 
dog followed the deer over tho fenco into 
Mr. Lindsay's field; saw no one in chargo 
of the dog; he had tried to chase the dog 
off tho door hut could not; when they 
first came over the feuce, the deer was 
leading by about 100 yards; tho shots 
wero fired whon the dog was chasing the 
deer through tho field. 

Mr. Drake asked for a remand to pro 
duco further evhlonco. 

The Court Faid that there woro a num- 
ber of witnesses to bo examined for the 
defendant and ho did not think it right 
to hear their evidence now. 

The Court then reminded the caso till 
Saturday at 11 a. m.

LORD CARVARVON'S LATEST DIS- 
PATCHES. 



In the House of Commons on February 
9th, Mr. J. Lowther, in reply to Mr. Ei- 
sington, said:— The bill introduced by tho 
Dominion Government for the construc- 
tion of tho railway from Esqnimalt to 
Nanaimo, on Vancouver's Island, (which 
is not admitted by the Government to be 
an integral part of the Pacific railway), 
was thrown out in the Senate, and, aftor 
considering tho circumstances, aud ascer- 
taining that Iho cost of that railway would 
exceed what had been Contemplated, the 
Dominion Government proposed that tho 
Province should receive a sum of money 
in lieu of that railway, and in compensa- 
tion for tho delays in the construction of 
tho Pacific, railway. This proposal has 
not been accepted by tho Province, and 
Lord Carnarvon has recommended that 
the further consideration of the point 
should bo defoi red until after tbo com- 
pletion of tho surveys and tha western 
terminus of iho Pacific railway oc tho 
mainland has been decided upon, \vh> n 
au opinion can be formed a»to the fuither 
proposals which, under all the difficult 
conditions of the question, may tuirly 
und reasonably bo made by the Dominion 
Government. Papers on the subj-ct aro 
being printed; but it would not be con- 
venient 10 mi s>nr ihem nt this moment.
